Obwiously, the only way to seve the world 
trom digester ws tu brong savor: energy under 
international control. Just as obviously, the 
recent efforts to do this have ended m frustra- 
thon 

Why? Because tension between the iron- 
curtained East and a distrustful West 1s so high 
as to render co-operation mmpossbie 

If atomic energy 1s ever to be controlied, we 
must first duspe! the atmosphere of dark con- 
spurecy that surrounds it. Nuclear physics now 


has the smet!! of witchcraft about it, the mark of 
a coven hoof, Wouldn't it be worth while to 
try the effect of bringing the whole subject out 
into the light of day? 

Presdent Truman, on that August day four 
years ago which began the Atormc Age. spoke of 
“a harnessing of the basic power of the uni- 
verec.” 

In four years of secret atomc research under 
military surveillance, we heave learned to kil! 
even more people even faster, and even more 
horribly, than we were able to do at Hiroshima 
and Negesaki. If we bawe made real progress 
toward learning how to harness the basic 
power of the unrverse for the salvation of man 
kind, it has not been revealed. 

Now is the time to change all this. Let's 
treat nuclear phywscs hke any other branch of 
science. Let's forget about the morbid fear 
wtnch, up to now. has dormnated our thinking 
It's mot good enough to say. “International 
control must come first” whee =e know 
perfectly well that international control is 
wmpossible under present crcumstancrs. 

We must have a new approach. a new band of 
thinking about the whole problem. or Western 
cwhization is headed for suicide. And a first 
step in the direction of sanity would be to take 
the wraps entirely off large areas of research 
which bear only indirectly on the making of 
bombs. i. other words remove the military 


policemen from the physics laboratones.

Allen left the cable im the roadway 
and hutchhiked back to Secramento 
where he began to promote fights in 
ameoctateon with hes frend Ancil Hoff. 
man whe afterwards gained conmder- 
able international fame as the manager 
of Max Raer and Buddy Baer 

Allen's next reperted stop wae at 
Mexsxal:s There. hee fight «hows were 
staged. «appropmately enough. im a bull 
ring 

His Mexicali pinymates were those 
oiraticn! extrowerta. Marvin Allen 
Hooge Kyers «nd Carli Worthungton who 
afterwards founded a gambling empsre 
in Tin Juanma 

The Deacon liked Mexicali but the 
penodae outbursts involving Meawan 
Government troops and rebel bands 
made him nervous The Mexicans were 
fond of diacharging thew firsarms. thetr 
aim was notormousty poor and they

The demon rum had to he imported 
at commderable trouble and expense 
from distant pomts and the good Dea 
cons tamcab company became an un 
offieral dustributing agency for s«parits 
He is justifiahly wounded when hie 
tormnms. refermmg to that stage of hues 
career, deacribe him as a bhootlegger 

There waen't a dry eve on the dock 
at Anchorage in November, 1918. when 
Allen hearded the coastal steamer for 
Vancouver 

But Ancheorage’s lee was Vancou 
ver's gain The busthng Canadian 
seaport town was just beginning to fer 
ite muscles in the postwar period and 
Allen felt at home immediately. The 
farmbhar odors of armica and remr emote 
hes nostris and before has eurtcases had 
become acclumatized. he was promoting 
hes first fight «how in the old Domonson 
Hall on Pender Street 

Postwar Vancouver brought Allen 
ome of hus rare periods of affluence He 
opened a chub which became a gather 
img plece for some of the city’s 
geudier citizens who had nocturnal 
ha bats Trade boomed to such an 
extent that he was compelled to remar 
open 24 hours daily and he employed 
three shifts of bertenders 

Deapite his deaperate attempts to 
spend his money ac quickly as he 
acquired it hs benk balance contmued 
te incresee alarmingly and, one day, 
he surpraed his friends by clomng the 
club 

“Tt was this wey.” he explsine 
“There was always a quartet simging 
in one corner and «a couple of clients

of New York University’s prewar track 
team Although hed nearly broke 
a world’s record not very long before 
MaecMitchell’s physical status wae 
questioned by U. S. Navy doctors 
because has heart heat wre a show. only 
to 4 times «2 minete. The worried 
athlete went to a heart epecialiset. who 

recalling that another star runner 
Kanens (ihenn Cynmngham. hed «a 
pulse im the low 4 e--geve him « 
thoreugh checkup Mac Mitchell, as 
any sports writer mught have guessed 
was in top condition, and the Navy 
finally commiuamoned him 

in cases of this sort « “norma!” pulse 
rate may actually be « sign of poor 
health During the war Mac Mitchell 
vuited me when hat crumer was making 
a stopover in Boston and he heart rte 
hed “seared” to 6.

the walle of vital bleed weasels thet 
supply the heart Together these 
comdiuions account for more than 9 , 
of all heert cases, but the statistics are 
kely some day to te less ompressve 
when we leern te take care of people 
before they get ack

Perhaps the symptom most com 
monty hbeleved to be saaxxanted with 
heart dimease is pain in the chest. Yet 
more than S70. of the time it's an 
indicatson of seme other trouble. as it 
was in the case of another of my 
patients, Mary. « telephone ewiteh 
heard operator One morning after « 
very hecta two hours of work ahe fel: 
an actang pes just over her heart along 
with maghing, shortness of breath and 
pounding palpitation and famtness 

Like many pereoms she had read just 
enough muanformet:cn about heart 
dwmmease to give herself an onthe «pot 
diagnosis, Another sttack two weeks 
later comvineed hee but. metead of 
going to «a dector she kept her secret 
and suffered mental tortures. It took 
two more attacks and hours of frustiess:

Mrs Chadwick went to Columbus to 
roume the trade of ashirtmaker at 
which she had siready served her ap 
prenticeship She had biuffed to the 
last, but once semtence was pronounced

She built her career om far 
sounder and more enduring principles 
They maght be summed up as follows 

First, a 47-year-old woman without 
physecal charm can do much socially by 
iavishness and by surrounding bereelf 
with pretty and amiable younger giris 
Second, if one lives as though ene has 
money unlimited credit = practically 
forced upon one. brass, om short, can be 
an effective substitute for gold. And 
third, bankers tend to lend money 
gladly and freely to thome whom they 
believe to have plenty of it already.
